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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the secx)nd paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particulariy pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding Claim 1, it is unclear what is meant by "is decreased to a metal itself 
resistance based on a feeding point" in lines 2-3. Does this imply that there is no 
reactance, purely resistance, resonance condition? Clarification is requested in 
order for the claimed invention to be definite. 

Claims 2 and 5 are unclear relative to the "few times" in the rectangular shape 
and on the plane, respectively. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this OfRce action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yanagisawa et al. (6130651). 

Regarding Claims 1-5, Yanagisawa et al show a folded monopole 20 comprising 
an antenna pattern in which an impedance is defined at the feed point in order to 
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establish resonance. The conductor 20 is provided at an upper portion of the 
radio and is extended in a "linear shape". The antenna 20 exhibits capacitance 
and inductance, where the length of the wire 20d to the right of the feed point 20b 
exhibits inductance and to the left thereof, exhibits capacitance at 20f. A skilled 
artisan would have found this characteristic to be obvious since all wires exhibit 
such reactances. Feed point impedance is set to be near resistive in order to 
eliminate any reactance for maximum power transfer.
